_ | Deposed Postmaster, Fighter and 


Politician of Old School, 
Tells "Em to Look 
Out for Him. 


Washington, D. C., May 14 — [Special. J—Ool. 
Arch M. Hughes of Columbia, Tenn., a soldier 
and a politician of the old school, one of the 
806 who voted for Grant at Chicago in 1880, 
went to the White house today and read the 
riot act to President Roosevelt as few men 
have ever dared to read it. He read it also 
to Assistant Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
and when he started back to the south to- 
night fie left two pairs of tingling ears be- 
hind him. : 

Col. Hughes is postmaster at Columbia, or 
was until today, when he was fired to make 
room for a man sworn to oppose Representa- 
tive Brownlow, the only republican con- 
gressman from Tennessee whose éxtermina- 
tion is an administration desire. 


Defies Roosevelt in His Lair. 

It was about his removal that Col, Hughes 
went to the White house with his fighting 
clothes. President Roosevelt received him 
in the presence of several other callers, but 
that did not abanh Col. Hughes. He stated 
his case without any attempt at conciliation 
and wound up with this, emphasized by a 
fist that waved in the direction of the presi- 
dent's head: — 

Tou wouldn't dismiss a messenger from 
the White house without @ hearing, yet you 
dismiss me without one on the ex parte 
statement of a man who is interested in get- 
ting my place.“ 

Tou shall have a hearing,“ replied the 
president, smoothly. “I will introduce you 
to the aster general if you will walt.“ 

Presently Postmaster General Meyer came 
in and President Roosevelt said: f 

“This is Col. Hughes, postmaster of Co- 
lumbia, Tenn. I wish you to give him a 
hearing.” 


Vows He’ll Make Hard 

Mr. Meyer said he would, and — 
started to go. The president turned to leave 
the room. 

“One minute, Mr. President,” cried Col. 
Hughes. “ There is one thing more I want 
to say to you; I may never have another op- 
portunity.” 

What is that?’ asked the president. 

“T had two grandfathers at Kings moun 
tain, one of whom was wounded,” cried 
Hughes. “ My own grandfather commanded 


old Jackson's bodyguard at Talladega and 


the Horseshoe. I don’t come from the stock 
that will submit to this kind of treatment 
without a fight.” 

“Good; very good,” said the president. 

Col. Hughes then went down to see As- 
sistant Postmaster General Hitchcock, who 
has been down south recently, bringing that 
section into line for Mr. Roosevelt. 


Wow! What He'll Do to Hitchcock! 

“TI want to say one word to you, Mr. Hitch- 
cock,” said Hughes. “ You think you know 
something about politics. I was voting for 
Grant at Chicago when you were in short 
dresses, yet you think you can teach me 
something about politics In Tennessee. I’m 
going back there to be elected Celegate to the 
national convention, and as soon as I’m 
elected I'm coming back here to shake my 
finger in your face and ask you to take a few 
kindergarten lessons before you go into the 
south again.” 

No one pretends Hughes’ office was not 
efficiently run. His removal was made os- 
tensibly on the ground that he was absent 
from his office, but the fact was that each 
time Hughes was absent he had the written 


permission of the department. 


Tou remove me because I have been ab- 
gent with permission,“ shouted the old cay- 
alryman to Hitchcock as a parting salute, 
“yet you have been absent the Lord knows 
how long down south on political missions.” 


Hit by Patronage Club. 

Secretary Cortelyou of the treasury and 
the postoffice department are busy lining up 
Tennessee in the Roosevelt ranks, though 
the whole power of the administration is de- 
voted to driving out of power Representative 
Brownlow.

Who Sign Death Papers. 


CURB BY LAW IS URGED. 


Verdict at Inquest Suggests Prosecu- 
tion of Medical Men. 


\ 


New York, May. 14.—[Special.}—* We find 
@ number of medical doctors in New York 
City who make it a practice to furnish death 
certificates for persons who die under the so- 
called Christian Science treatment, thus en- 
abling Christian Science practitioners to evade 
the laws of the state of New York with their 
so-called treatment. We respectfully call the 
attention of the department of health of the 
city of New York, the district attorney of 
New York county, and the medica! society of 
New York county to the practice of such 
physicians and request them to take all the 
necessary steps required by law to put a 
stop to such practices and punish the perpe 
trators’ thereof.“ 

This recommendation was included in 2 
verdict returned today by a coroner's jury 
at the inquest into the death of Mrs. Corinne 

‘McBride; who died while under treatment 
by Christian Science healers. The jury found 
that death might have been averted had med- 
ical attendance been furnished in time. 

The woman's husband, Robert C. McHride, 
and Margaret Duncan and Mrs. Anna C. 
Crowley, the healers, who attended Mrs. Me- 
Bride, were censured in the verdict for faii- 
ing to furnish medical attendance. 


Healer’s Explanation of Death. 

The inquest brought out some interesting 
facts about the practice of Christian Science 
healing in this city. One of the witnesses 
examined was Miss Margaret Duncan, the 
healer who treated Mrs. McBride from the 
beginning of her fliness. Miss Duncan isa 
good looking woman, about 30 years old. Her 
eyes are large and blue, and every little while 
she gazed skyward in a most impressive 
manner’ She told how she had cured a se- 
vere cut on a negress’ fot by Christian 
Science treatnient. 

Regarding Mrs. McBride, she said: “I 
think the shock of asking her in her weak- 
ened condition if she would have a doctor 
caused the reaction which resulted in her 
death. I know she was on the way to recov- 
ery when I left her. She died two hours 
after the question was put to her.“ 

The coroner wanted to know why it was 
Miss Duncan had summoned Mrs. Sarah 
Battey, a regular physician, at the last min- 
ute. 8 
When Hope’s Gone Get a Doctor. 

Well,.“ said Miss Duncan, “it was be- 
cause Mr. McBride had said Mrs. McBride 
was dying, and I felt it neceseary to have a 
physician. We have to have a physician 
when they die.“ 

Miss Duncan said there are about twenty 
Christian Science healers in the church to 
which she Hirst Church of

at the 4 office; $2 or more when 
healer visited a patient at his or her home. 
The charge for outside visits nnn on 
the time taken up.

“No,” replied Miss Duncan, “ the prayer 
13 not paid for; the time of the healer is paid 
tor.“ 

Sister Calls It Murder. 

Mrs. Alice Chism, a sister of Mrs. Me- 
Bride, testified that she suggested medical 
attendance from the beginning of her sister’s 
iliness. Mrs. Chism couldn't say exactly 
what the nature of the Christian Science 
treatment was. |

eyes, giving a silence,“ she thought. “I 
told Mr. McBride it was a case of murder. 
Mr. McBride told me to please change my

Dr. Alfred E. Weston, coroner’s physician, 
who. granted the th certificate and then 
failed to report the case to the coroner’ 
office, also was examined.

Every Time Press Clipping Bureau’s

MYSTERY IN CASE, 


T. D. Ronan, Mail Carrier 


and Elizabeth Niebuhr Are 
Shot; Police Seek Wom- 
an’s Husband. 


BOY ACCUSES DEAD MAN. 


Tells of the Tragedy, Which Is 
Involved with Question of 
Two Fatal Bullet 
Wounds, © 


Thomas D. Ronan, a government letter 
carrier, and Mrs. Elizabeth Niebuhr, who 
lived at 3607 Wentworth avenue, are dead as 
the result of a double crime committed last 
night. Mrs. Niebuhr was separated from her 
husband, but was said to be near a recon- 
cillation with bim. 

The more general belief is that the letter 
carrier, jealous of the husband, killed Mrs. 
Niebuhr and then shot himself. He had been 
a boarder in the woman's house. 

Yet there enters into the crime a mysteri- 
ous phase that points to Albert J. Niebuhr, 
the husband, as possibly guilty. The police 
are searching for him. 


Two Wounds; Either Fatal. 

The point that throws mystery over the 
case is that Ronan's body bears two bullet 
wounds—one over the heart and the other in 
the right temple. The undertaker says that 
either would be almost instantly fatal. He 
does not see how a person committing sul- 
cide could shoot himself in either spot and 
then be able to shoot himself again. 

On the other hand, Henry, the 8 year old 
son of the dead woman, as + he saw Ronan 
shoot himself. 

“Tom has shot my ma and is shooting him- 
self!’ the little fellow is said to have ex- 
claimed as he rushed upstairs into the apart- 
ment of Albert Shurley above his mother’s. 
Mamma wanted papa to come back. Tom 
didn’t want him to come.“ 


Ronan the Cause of Trouble. 

The shooting occurred at 8:30 o'clock. 
Niebuhr and his wife had not been living to- 
gether for three months and it was said that 
their differences arose from the presence of 
Ronan in the household. Niebuhr, a barber, 
works at Harrison and State streets and is 
supposed to be living in that neighborhood. 

The first that was known of the shooting 
was when the little boy alarmed Shur- 
ley, who, with another bor, found the 
dead man and woman lying a little distance 
apart in Ronan's bedroom, which adjoined 
the parlor where the woman and her little 
son had slept. 

The wothan, who wore a kimono 2 


mall carrier, who had removed his ‘eden 
clothing, was shot in the heart and head. He 
was lying partly on the bed. and Mrs. Niebuhr 
was lying at the bedside. A revolver with 
four empty cartridges in it was lying at the 
side of the letter carrier. 

Capt. Dorman and Lieut. Walsh of the 
Thirty-fifth street police station couldn’t 
get much more information about the shoot- 
ing or the motive that led toit. They at once 
sent detectives out to find the husband. 


Few Details Obtainable. 

The little boy wasn’t able to give many 
more details. 

“Ma said she was going to meet pa to- 
night or tomorrow,” he said, “ and I guess 
it made Tom mad.” 

The child said he had been asleep in the front 
room. He was just getting over the measles 
and wasn't well. He was awakened by two 
shots, and ran to the door in his night gown 
in time, as he says, to see the boarder shoot- 
ing himself. He didnt’ see his mother’s body, 
though he was sure she wasshot, and he didn’t 
know what it was all about, so he ran up- 
stairs to tell Mr. Shurley. Did the Néutenant 
know where to find his father? His father 
was a good man, and would be able to tell 
them what to do. He hoped his father 
would come after him, for he was afraid. 


Womans Mother Excited. 

Mrs. Emma Frosch, mother of the dead 
woman, and Mrs. Niebuhr’s sister were al- 
ready in the room, and the elder woman took 
the little boy in her arms. She was excited, 
and didn’t know just exactly what she said, 
but from her rambling talk the police were 
able to cull this much: 

“I don’t know how long thie letter carrier 
has been boarding here. I supposed my 
daughter was separated from her husband 
by divorce. She told me she was. She had 
to leave Niebuhr, or rather she put him out 
of the house, because he wouldn't support her 
or her boy and he treated her cruelly. He 
beat her with an umbrella or anything that 
he could lay his hands on.“ 

The police did not think she was telling 
them all that she knew about Renan and 
Mrs. Niebuhr, but did not urge her further. 
Shurley said the mall carrier had been board- 
ing there about a year, coming long before the 
husband left. and likely as not the husband 
and wife had troubles over the carrier, who 
was a young, good looking man.

‘THE TRAGEDY OF BLIND JIM. 


Waits 27 Years for Girl, Then 
Dies of Broken Heart. 


NOTE HIS DEATH WARRANT. 


Pin Pricked Serap of Paper Explains 
Why Fiddler Sat Down to Die. 


New York, May 14.—[Special.]—Jim Barr, 
the blind fiddler of Yorkville, sat down to 
rest today on a doorstep in Fifty-first street 
and died because his heart was broken. Be- 
side him lay the old fiddle that had been his 
solace and livelihood for twenty years, and 
in his hand was a scrap of white paper pin 
pricked haphazard and meaningless to those 
who found him. 


No one suspected that the sorap of paper | 


held the secret of blind Jim’s death. But 
it was saved and taken with the fiddie to 
Mrs. Donnelly, the woman Blind Jim has 
boarded with for fifteen years at 304 East 
Forty-ninth street. 


Every man, woman, and child in Yorkville | 


knew and liked the blind fiddler, and the 
reporters, seeking a story, besieged Mrs. 
Donnelly, who had cried strangely when 
they told her Blind Jim had been found dead 
with a scrap of paper in his hand. 


Faithful for Twenty-seven Years. 

“ Jim’s been blind ever since he was 6 
years old,” Mrs. Donnelly told them. “He 
was a Scotch boy and soon after his people 
brought him here he got sick and the sickness 
settled in his eyes and Jim never saw no 
more. So Jim goes to thie blind schoo! up 
on Amsterdam avenue, where he just nat- 
urally picked up the fiddle. There was a 
blind girl in ons of his reading classes, they 
say. They learned to read and write the 
raised script together. And when they left 
I guess they were pretty fast friends. That 
was when Jim was about 20 and now he’s 
about 47. They wrote to each other, queer 
letters, just sheets of paper pricked full of 
holes with a pin, like that scrap of paper he 
had in his hand: 

„ Ever since they left school these let ters 
came and went every week, and sometimes 
twice a week, and twenty-seven years is a 
long time. 


Never Whiney; Buoyed by Hope. 

„% Jim ved with us here going on fifteen 
years, but we never learned the girl's ad- 
dress. Jim was supported by relatives in 
Brooklyn and around. But he didn't sit 
here and just lay around like many a blind 

and many a seeing man with money from 
the folks would do. An’ that’s how he came 
to get the name of Jim the Fiddler. 

“Day times he was out along the etreet 
corners all the way up through Yorkville 
fiddling away and making a little money and 
saving it. It was the same way at night. 


Everybody knew him clear up to the Harlem | 


river. He would come in gentle and quiet 
like and sit down, tune up his fiddle, and 
then play. He never played whiney tunes like 
you'd expeet, Always gay and jig like. 
Irish jigs that man could play 8 ry 
and ‘ Mavourneen, and The Wearin’ of t 
Green, and all sorts of things gay and 8 
but mostly gay, blessin’s on him. 

“A week or so ago he told me that he was 
soon going to get the blind girl from out in 
Jersey, or wherever ghe is, with her folks, 
and bring her here and set up house together. 
He was that happy about it you'd sever de- 
lieve him being a blind man. 

„ Yesterday he got a letter. I saw him 
after he reads it. His face was as gray as 
plaster—so glad and smiling just a minute 
before. He sticks the letter in his pocket, 
picks up his fiddle, and goes out. He played 
along the street corners all day. Last night 
he came in, went out this morning with 
never a word to me, and just as if he didn’t 
know what to do—as if there wasn’t any- 
thing for him to do any more. I couldn't 
think what was the matter. He must have 


sat down to read the last letter. That was | 


the one he had in his hand. I guess there 
was something in it that just broke his heart, 
but I don’t know what it was.“ 


Letter That Broke His Heart. 
Then they took the scrap of pen pricked 
paper up tc the school on Amsterdam avenue 
and had it read. 
This was the letter Jim got from the girl 
in Jersey that broke his heart: 


‘* Dear Jim: You must not wait for me any | 


longer. I’ve married the other one. Im 
sorry, Jim, but he played the organ so beau- 
tiful. MAGGIE.” 
‘“Well, I guess I know now,” said Mrs. 
Donnelly when they told her. “ Women are 
queer critters, blind or seeing. An’, say, 
nobody can tell me that that other feller 
could play the organ any more beautiful than 
Blind Jimmie could play his little old fiddle.

DARROW GOES INTO FRAY.

Quizzes an „Approached“ Juryman.

PROBE DEATH OF WOMAN.

Stirred to Activity by Fatal Op- 
eration on Mrs. Anna 
Horvatich.

Aroused by the failure of the authorities 
to obtain convictions in many cases where 
criminal operations had been rmed 
upon women, Dr. Rudolph Holmes, 412 North 
State street, representing the Chicago Medi- 
cal society, joined with Coroner Hoffman and 
Assistant Chief Schuettler yesterday in their 
investigation of the death of Mrs. Anna Hor- 
vatich, 4816 Justine street. Mrs. Horvatich 
died on May 6 in a small sanitarium con- 
ducted by Dr. Lucy Hagenow at 480 North 
Clark street, from what is said to have been 
a criminal operation. 

„We don't intend to persecute any one,“ 
said Dr. Holmes, but we must protect the 
innocent physicians against just such cases 

these. It is the duty of every reputable 
2 — as soon as he learns that a crim- 
inal operation has been performed. to notify 
the coroner or the police, that a statement 
may be obtained from the woman and the 
name of the person performing the operation 


learned.“ 
Doctors to Co- o te with Police. 


The laws are all right, according to Dr. 
Holmes, and the only trouble in the past has 
been with doctors who have sought to pro- 
tect the people who called them in. Just 
what can be done in the future Dr. Holmes 
could not say, although he asserted the as- 
sociation had named a committee, with him 
as the head, for the one purpose of codperat- 
ing with the officials in cases of criminal 
operations. 

Dr. Holmes paid a high compliment to 
Coroner Hoffman and the state's attorney's 
office, and said they were in no way to blame 
for failure to ferret out these cases in the 
past. He said it was simply a chain of cir- 
cumstances which they were seeking to over- 
come in the future. 

No trace of Dr. Hagenow, who is a licensed 
physician and a graduate of the Missouri 
Medical college of the class of 1879, was 
found by the police during the day. Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler said last night, however, 
that he had information she would be on 
hand for the inquest at the East Chicago av- 
enue police station this morning at 100'clock. 
The woman is already under a $10,000 bond 
because of an alleged criminal operation. 

Dr. Holmes was present when Dr. Alois C. 
Rasmussen, a physician who is also held in 
connection with the death of Mrs. Horvatich, 
was questioned by Coroner Hoffman and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler. Dr. Rasmussen is 
said to have signed the death certificate, 
giving the cause of death as “ pneumonia.” 
He denied that he had been guilty of any 
wrongdoing, and said he believed the woman 
died from the cause he gave. Assistant Chief 
Schuettler said Dr. Rasmussen had admit- 
ted that the symptoms of pneumonia and 
those following such an operation were dif- 
ferent, and he said he would have the dead 
woman's lungs at the inquest today to prove 
that they had not been affected. 

Dr. Rasmussen was booked on a charge of 
murder and held under $10,000 bonds.

Meeting a Failure and 
Sham. — 


[BY CABLE TO TH CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON; May 14.— It has been a failure 
from beginning to end; for the majority of us 
a failure and a sham.”’ 

These words of one of the premiers sum up 
the results of the colonial.conference. The 
final sitting came to a dramatic close. = 
special request fir Robert Bond and the six 
Premiers attended the colonial office punctu- 
ally. The Newfoundland premier entered 
the conference carrying a thick pile of mem- 
oranda. He said: 

“I wish to make an appeal to you in be- 
half of Newfoundland. We are being grad- 
ually ruined by treaty rights, Something 
must be done or I will not be answerable for 
the consequences to the colony. 


Fisheries Their Sustenance. 

He then went on to explain how the 
fishery industry of Newfoundland is being 
killed by America. He pointed out that when 
the colony was on the verge of securing for 
its fishermen their rights in dispute with 
American fishermen the imperial govern- 
ment stepped in, stopped the nego ons, 
and informed, the Newfoundland govern- 
ment the matter was settled by England in 
direct negotiation with America. He pleaded 
earnestly with the earl of Elgin, colonial sec- 
retary, nearly two hours, saying: 

“Uniess you do something for us, some- 
thing that will enable us to retain our means 
of gubsistence, we shall starve. If we lose 
our fishin industry we lose everything.“ 

Sympathetic speeches were made by other 
premiere, but in spite of everything said, the 
eal of again applied the cold douche. 
Just as he had declined to give preferential 
treatment, so he refused the appeal of New- 
foundland, saying: 

We can give you nothing.“ 


Calls It Humiliation, 


Sir Robert Bond instantly jumped to his 
feet. It is gross humiliation,” he declared, 
„ humiliation and neglect which you do not 
dare offer a colony powerful enough to Ys 
effect to its resentment. It is most unjust, I 
repeat again. You are deliberately neglect- 
ing us for the sake of American interests.“ 
Gathering his papers, the prime minister of 
Newfoundland left the room without utter- 
ing another word. So ended the conference. 
A few minutes later the other premiers 
emerged, excitedly discussing the incident. 
The general feeliig was that Sir Robert was 
badly treated.

| THE SKY BOULEVARD. | 
The advocates of the strange scheme of 


have overlooked the fact that it would 
mean serious injury to the public library. 
The approach to the sky boulevard would 
begin below Washington street and would 
reach its full height at Randolph street, 


the library, and, in part, destroying its 
usefulness. 

It is no wonder that the directors of the 
public library are opposed to any such 
scheme, nor that the property owners 
north of Randolph street are equally op- 
posed to it. It would make Michigan ave- 
nue in its northern part a. monstrous, 
hideous, and unsightly object. If the 
project were to be carried out the persons 
who promoted it would be the laughing 
stock of the community. Many people are 
now wondering that anybody should ad- 
vocate so wild a measure. : , 

Viaducts under the best of circum- 
stances are not popular. They are wind 
swept. They are narrow, and afford lit- 
tle escape from obstruction. They are 
dangerous when there is a runaway or a 
breakdown. They have nothing to rec- 
ommend them except dire necessity in the 
case of approaches to some of the bridges, 
when many railroad tracks have to be 
crossed. It is not easy to see why a via- 
duct should be erected in Michigan ave- 
nue. If one were to be built ¢o the east; 
in What was formerly. known as Central 
avenue, crossing the river on an elevated 
bridge, it would be wind and snow swept. 
In winter it would be almost deserted. He 
would be a rash man who should wish to 
take the circyitous route by way of 
Central avenue and traverse the upper 
deck of a jackknife bridge in bad weather. 
No pedestrian would go that way to the 
north side boulevard. 

The Brooklyn bridge has not been a 
favorite route to Brooklyn for pedestrians. 
The only. way the bridge has been made 
useful has been through the introduction 
of cable and trolley cars. There has been 
some heavy teaming on it, but many team- 
sters and most pedestrians would rather 
take the ferry than the bridge, because 
they know that at each end of the ferry 
transportation can be found, whereas there 


is no way of getting across the bridge 


except by taking the cars or walking, and 
it is no small journey. 

The viaduct schemes will have to be 
abandoned, peaceably if the mmercial 
club will consent, and forcibly if it will 
not. We do not believe that Mayor 
Busse and the city council will approve of 
such fantastic projects or even give them 
a respectful hearing. 

One great objection to the proposed 
Michigan avenue viaduct is that if it were 
built it would for a term of years Hmit 
the width of that avenue to the width of 
the viaduct. It would destroy the rental 
value of the lower stories of the buildings 
between Randolph street and the bridge, 


palling. We do not doubt that the in- 
sufficient and unsatisfactory viaduct in 
Michigan avenue north of Randolph street 
would cost more for damages than the 
tearing down of a part of the buildings 
on the east side of the avenue, and the 
reconstruction thereof. Indeed, that part 
of the avenue would be so benefited by the 
continuation of the boulevard as it exists 
south of Jackson boulevard—a clean, well 
lighted, and well paved street, without ob- 
structions—that the benefits, if properly 
assessed, would equal the damages. 


NO LIBERTIES WITH HENRY VIII. 
The traditional fly in the ointment has 
appeared to mar, if possible, the sweet 
sertnity of Mr. Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe in their conquest of London. Lon- 
don audiences’ are nothing ‘if not frank. 
and when the American actors undertook 
to present to them a forceful but not over- 
flattering portrait of Henry VIII. as 
drawn in Mr. Major's “When Knight- 
hood Was in Flower,” they were sum- 
moned before the curtain like wayward 
school children and promptly hooted and 
“booed.” It is to the credit of their 
powers of simulation that Mr. Sothern 
preserved his ever correct and dignified 
demeanor during the painful ordeal, while 
‘Miss Julia “smiled sweetly,” as is her 
wont. : 

Now, in the absence of any specific in- 
formation by cable, it is unwise to ven- 
ture ‘a positive opinion as to the reason 
for this sorrowful outbreak. But thére 
is at least a clew in the fact that much 
of the expression of disapprobation came 
from the gallery: hence it may be inferred 
that it proceeded from a class of hearers 
governed more by a mistaken feeling of 
loyalty to the Pnglish throne than by a 
calm and reasoning intelligence. As f 
matter of respect for the reigning mon- 
arch it might have been remembered that 
Edward VII. is not descended from the 
lively and turbulent Henry VIII. and that 
there was, therefore, no family feeling 
to be played upon or grieved and vexed. 
It might have been argued furthermore 
by a gallery in a more reflective mood that 
while the great Henry was unquestionably 
a brilliant and scholarly man, and a pow- 
erful sovereign, he was not devoid of cer- 
tain striking, unamiable, and reprehenst- 
ble characteristics, and is so far removed 
from present conditions as to be fair 
game. Mr. Major has not drawn a re- 
markable and illuminating picture of 
Henry in his play, but he might have 
gone much farther and done much worse, 


of the historical and authenticated record. 

It is to be remarked also that while as 
Americans we are justly proud of the 
American training.of the two artists, and 
claim them as a product of our school, 
Miss Marlowe was the daughter of Eng- 


shire, while Mr. Sothern, also of English 
parentage, was born in London.

With regard to the movement which is now 
in progress on both sides of the Atlantic 
to place some check upon the alarming in- 
‘Crease of public banquets and official din- 
ners, there are no people who will be more 
délighted to have it take some practical form 
than the governors of colonies, English, 
American, and French. 

Everybody who visits the Philippines er- 
pécts to be invited to dinner by the governor 
general, and in the same way English and 
American visitors to India regard themselves 
as slighted if they fail to recelve some hos- 
pitality on the part of the governors of 
Madras and of Bombay, and at Calcutta from 
the viceroy. 

Sir Grant Duff in his Diaries gives a strik- 
ing illustration of the extent to which this 
constitutes a tax upon colonial governors. 
He cites returns which show that during his 
four years of office as governor of Madras 
he issued 7,512 invitations to dinner, out of 
which 1,888 had been declined, leaving a 
grand total of 6,124 people who had dined at 
his table and at his expense as his guests. 
It is perfectly true that the salary of the 
governor of Madras amounts to about $60,- 
000 a year. But when one is forced to enter- 
tain on such a colossal scale even emolu- 
ments such as these do not go a long way. 
And let me add that the governor of Madras 
ie less afflicted in this manner than the vice- 
roy or the governor of Bombay. For, where- 
as everybody who visits India goes to Bom- 
bay and Calcutta, there are many who leave 
Madras out of their itinerary.

In their anxiety to defer to the wishes of 
the monarch, the lord chamberlain's office 
went far beyond what he ever intended, and 
withdrew in his name the official license for 
“The Mikado,” without which it cannot be 
presented on any stage in the united king- 
dom without the management incurring se- 
vére penalties in the shape of fine and impris- 
onment. 

This has had the effect of putting numbers 
of managers, notably Mrs. D’Oyly Carte, to 
heavy financial loss; and the worst of it is 
that the king realizes that if, he were to re- 
scind the order of his lord ¢hamberiain it 
might give far more offense to the Japanese 
than if The Mikado had been performed 
every night in London during the visit of 
Prince Fushimi. 

The fact that the piece has been played 
over and over again in the European theater 
at Yokohama without the slightest token of 
disapproval on the part of the Japanese au- 
thorities indicates better than anything else 
the harmlessness of the play from the Jap- 
anese point of view.

Any person who wishes to become a full 
fledged noble of the kingdoms of Italy and 
Spain at a merely nominal price need only 
acquire a cottage or a small houge in the lit- 
tle town of Alghero, in Sardinia. It seems 
that in the middle ages the inhabitants of 
this small town defended themselves with 
such success and courage against a French 
naval and military force, which endeavored 
to storm the place, that Emperor Charles V., 
on visiting it shortly afterwards and learn- 
ing of the bravery of its population, addressed 
them in Spanish from the window of the gov- 
ernor’s palace, proclaiming the city free for- 
ever, and declaring to the people assembled 
in the square that the citizens of Alghero 
‘were todos caballeros (all knights and 
cavaliers). From that time forth until the 
present every citizen of Alghero, no matter 
what his trade or profession, whether peas- 
ant or dignitary, has had theright to describe 
himself in all official documents as a noble, 
and this prerogative is extended to any one 
who acquires citizenship of the place.

In view of the persistent rumors of the 
engagement of the celebrated Spanish violin- 
iet, Sarasaté, to a rich American woman in 
Paris, it is interesting to recall that he owed 
much of his success in life to the late Queen 
Isabella. She provided the means for his 
musical training, which his father, aipoor 
army officer, was unable to afford, and 
which he received at Paris, where he became 
a pupil of the celebrated Alard at the Con- 
servatoire.

That the system and rate of taxation provided 
for school purposes are inefficient and inadequate 
for the proper education of the children of the 
state. 

All these and other objections were laid 
before President Roosevelt today, but he 
was urged not to express his disapproval of 
the constitution until after the election had 
been held to ratify it. It is felt that if he 
opposed it now the party would be accused 
of invoking the ald of the big stick in a 
state affair.

The annual musical show at the Chicago.

ing. It is entitled Captain Careless and 
has to do supposedly with tHe adventures 
that befall a yacht and its occupants, so 
launched is doubtless the proper term to 
apply to its first appearance In local theatric- 
al waters. Seen last evening, the musical 
comedy proved a brightly colored, strenuous, 
rushing entertainment formed by stringing 
together musical and comedy acts by singers 
and funmakers, who are in the main well 
known and of good capability. 

There ie little or no pretense of story or plot 
in the piece, but there are many catchy melo- 
dies, a goodly supply of more or less boister- 
ous fun, an abundance. of bright costumes, 
two attractive stage settings, and a whole 
host of Gus Sohlke acts for the chorus and 
principals. It is essentially a Gus Sohlke 
show, which means that the small sized 
chorus girls earn their salaries ten times 
over, that there are all kinds ot properties 
carted on and off the stage; and that every- 
body wiggles, and sways, and prances, and 
kicks every moment spent on the stage. 
There is no idling for anybody in a Gus 
Sohlke show, and “ Captain Careless” is 
Sohlkean from start to finish. 

The scenes are laid in Spain, the first be- 
ing at Gibraltar and the second in a ruined 
Moorish castle on the Spanish coast. Some 
half dozen American heiresses are supposed 
to be kidnaped through the connivance of 
their chaperon, a broken down countess, and 
are held for ransom by bandits. This is 
about all there is of story to the piece, but 
it suffices to give picturesque scenic setting 
and costuming and permits the juxtaposing 
of contrasting and effective musical numbers 
and stage business.

Unconscious Most of the Time for the 
Last Ten Days—Wife in Constant 
Attendance at Bedside and Chil- 
dren at House or in Almost Con- 
stant Communication by Telephone 
-—Nearly 71 Years Old and One of 
Organisers of Illinois Steel Co. 


Orrin W. Potter, retired capitalist and one 
of the organizers of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, is dangerously ill at his residence, 130 
Lake Shore drive. 

He has been unconscious most of the time 
sinee an operation was performed ten days 
ago in the hope of restoring him to health, 
and he is now unable to recognize his wife 
and children. The family and the attending 
physicians have not given up hope, but the 
dangerous character of his illness is made 
even more critical by his nearly 71 years and 
his enfeebled condition. 

Mrs. Potter, whom he married tw& years 
ago after the death of his first wife, is con- 
stantly at her husband’s bedside and has 
taken-scarcely any rest during the last week.

The four children of the sick man either 
are at the residence or in almost constant 
communication with Mrs. Potter by tele- 
phone. Everything possible is being done by 
them to relieve the suffering of the sick man. 
The ehildren are Edward C., Agnes L., now 
Mrs. James C. Hutchins; Gertrude, now Mrs. 
J. C. Daniels, who has been stopping at the 
Auditorium Annex; and Margaret Horton, 
now Mrs. John Donald Black, who is living at 
the Virginia Hotel. 

Mr. Potter may be regarded as a pioneer 
resident of Chicago. He is a native of 
Rochester, N. T., where he was born, Dec. 
25, 1836. He was educated in the public 
schools, and taught himself higher mathe- 
matics and civil engineering. 

First Employed as a Clerk. 

In 1856 Mr. Potter removed to Wyandotte, 
Mich., and was employed as a clerk in a 
rolling mill. The ‘following year he came to 
Chicago, where he became connected with 
Ward's rolling mill, aleo in the capacity of 


clerk. He displayed an aptitude which was 
encouraged by his employers, and when the 
mill was incorporated in 1865 as the Chi- 
cago Rolling Mill company he became its 
secretary and general superintendent. Aft- 
erwards the company was reorganized as the 
North Chicago Rolling Mills company, of 
which he was president for over twenty-five 
years, until its consolidation with the Tili- 
nois Steel company in 1899.

All of these causes brought about a de- 
cided weakness in the market and the closing 
prices showed but little recovery from the 
lowest level. 

The weather news from the spring iain 
region today indicated continued tempera- 
ture deficiencies, which made conditions un- 
favorable for seeding. The violent decline 
in Canadian Pacific was traceable to this 
cause. That stock also reflected the de- 
pressed conditions on foreign securities mar- 
kets, owing ta the large volume of it in for- 
eign hands. N 

Tne money outlook is not considered clear, 
owing to the large prospective requirements 
for capital. Foreign discounts continued to 
harden today, but money rates here wete in- 
clined to ease from the recent firmness. This 
was partly due to the failure of the confirma- 
tion of reports current yesterday that the 
secretary of the treasury planned an early 
withdrawal of an installment of government 
funds on deposit with national banks.
